The carbon bisulphide method of

Dipping the beans in boiling water 
for one minute is a good household 
method of killing the insect in any 
stage. The same end may be gained 
by heating the beans for several hours 
in an oven at 120 to 145 degrees Fah- 
renheit, not hotter, Where weevils are 
known to prevail all beans and peas 
should be treated as soon as they are 
entirely cured and dry after harvesting.
